Her Earlier and Happier Years tlio 
.Subject of Loyal .Toiirnalistic 
Comineiit. 



London, May 25.— The London press 
this morning pay their respects to Gooil 
Queen Victoria, tlie 77Lli anniversary of 
whose birtluiay is being celelirated to- 
day in every quarter of tlie globe. Very 
little that 18 printed refers to the pre- 
sent health and condition of the vener- 
able sovereign, however, but much ihai 
is interesting in her earlier life lindt, 
pul)lic:Vi.ion. 

Tlie Daily News for exaiiijile, siiyH tlie 
eventB of the lutter years of Victoria's 
life are familiar to those of this |ene ra- 
tion, but less is known of her earlier and 
happier years, when her girlisli brow 
first felt the pressure of the crown and 
wlien the cares of state were far out- 
weighed iiy the joys and pleasures of a 
hapjiy married life. It seeiu.s a long 
long time since tliat morning in 
June 18LJ7, when tlie Arclibisliop of Can- 
terbury and three oilluers of the Privy 
Council rode out to Ivenain^ton to tell 
Princess Victoria that siie was (iueen of 
England. She was then only eigliteen 
years old, a slender, graceful and inter- 
esting girl, about whom very little was 
known, for she liad been reared in strict 
seclnsion liy lier mother, the Duchess of 
Kent, her father being Edward, Duke 
of Kent, the fourth son of Georfte 
III, wJio when he died, six months 
after her birth, left his Widow and child 
in very straitened circumstances. So 

Eoqr'was he during the year preceding 
18 death that he Dorrowed the money 
to bring his wife back to England so 
that their child might l.ie born on Britisli 
soil. 

Tlio Pall Mall Gazette says^ " It was 
five o'clock on the morning of June 20, 
IS.'iZ, when the young l'rinces,s was 
awakened from her sleep to be told that 
her uncle had died a few hours 
previously, and she was England's 
monarch. Later in the day she 
met Lord Melbourne nnd other mem- 
bera of tiie council, had the usual oath 
administered, and directed the formal 
announcement of her accession to be 
made. There was much anxiety among 
the leaders of the two great political 
parties of that day as to what course of 
government this inexperienced girl of 
eightejen years would take. Her die- 
positiori was known to few outside her 
mother's household, and it was 
feared tliat, like most young women 
of "her age, she was frivolous 
and undecided in character. It required 
a very short time, however, loehow that 
the young Ciueen liad a determined na- 
ture, and in her girlhood seclusion liaii 
taken advantage of the opportuuity tlius 
given to acquaint herself with the jioli- 
tical liiatory of her country. Two 
years after she became (iueen, 
her cousin. Prince Albert of Saxe-Co- 
bourg, came to England to ask Victoria 
to be his wife. He was a good looking, 
good natured youth unaffected in his 
manner, and just suited her girlish 
fancy. Queen Victoria and Prince 
Albert -were married in the Chiipel 
Royal in 1840, and the marriage was a 
most happy one. Husband and wile 
were devoted to each other, and 
no breath of scandal ever 
touched the reputation of either."

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TRUE TO THE LIFE. 

A Strlkine Picture of the Liberal Leader's 
WobbUiig for a Policy. 

Sir Oharlea Ti^pper in the speech 
which he delivered in Windaor Hall, 
Montreal, des-'iuibcJ the course wliich 
Mr. l.anrier !.;i.s pursued on tlio trade 
ciuerition in uie lullowint; terinw: 
' I tliiuk I have a rit;ht to a^^k wlnvt 
faith it to be placed in tlie views and 
princlplcH ul a man who mn) (lav i.s for 
proteelion, tlie next day in for free trade, 
when Sir liiehard UarL.vri-ht tells him 
tliat he must be a free trader, willy-nilly, 
luid the next day eoineH out llatfnoted 
for unrehtricted reeipr.x-itv as llie only 
policy that is worth a farthinj: for the 
Dominion of Canada, and I think 1 may 
ask Mr. Laurier whetlior he or J was 
right when, immediately after the elec- 
tions were over, I wrote an article to the 
North American Review, and wonntl up 
that article by the declaration that un- 
restricted reciprocity vvaa dead and 
buried, Mr. Laurier said I was all 
wronir, it was more alive than ever, 
and lie did his best to galvanize 
tliis e(jri)se aj^ain into a living:, scuitient 
lieiiiyr. { Laughter and cheers.) l!ut he 
failed ; it was beyond his power. Mis 
master and control ,'.er in liseal and liii- 
ancial ipiesliims, .Sir Kichar<l Cart- 
wrii^ht, told him lie must abandon this 
bantling of unrestricted ieci|irocity, that 
tliB country had condemned it, ami that 
it was dead, never to rise again. 

Tlien having denounced all this ipies- 
tion of sentiment, of being governed in 
our policy upon iinancial qiieslions by 
what he condemned as a seutimenl that 
Was not worth talking about, he got 
light, and came out and posed as a man 
that was in favor of free trade as they 
have it in England. (Laughter.) Well, 
free trade as they have it in Eng- 
land means the ndmission of all manu- 
factured articles into this country with- 
out any duty at all, and it involves 
jdacing upon the Blioulders of the peo- 
ple of Ibo country, by direct taxation, 
the raising of all the revenue (except 
that from spirits and wines and to- 
bacco), of all the revenue that is re- 
(j aired to maintain tlie character and 
credit of the country and carry on its 
development. All this nnist be provided 
for by direct taxation on the iieople. 
I ask you, what is to be hoped for from 
a government — or rather trom a party 
— for it is a long time before they 
will have a government (great cheer- 
ing) — what is to be hoped for from a 
narty who are gropinn about in the 
dark', first seizing one principle and 
holding on to it with tenacity for a little 
while, and then throwing it away and 
taking up another and then another, 
until I defy any person to say at this 
moment what the Liberal policy is. Mr. 
Laurier has been traveliinp; for three 
years up and down this country, and he 
reminds me very much of a book I dare 
say some of you may possibly have read, 
Bunyan's Pilgrim's Progress. (Laugh- 
ter and applause.) This pilgrim, who 
has been travelling to and fro, away 
across to British Columbia, on the bor- 
ders of the Pacific ocean, away down 
through the Northwest, and away 
down liy the sea on the Atlantic coast 
to the Island of Prince Edward and the 
Province of Nova Scotia, this pilgrim 
will find in Bunyan's Pilgrim's Pro- 
gress a fcio-similo of himself, Mr. Facing- 
botbways. (Laughter and cheers. ) He 
is a man who has got two faces under one 
hat, and is a sort of " good Ijord good 
Devil " man. He is whatever the local- 
ity in which he happcuH to be makes it 
necessary for him to side with. But I 
ask you now; he has made a great num- 
ber of speeches. lie baa made speeches 
in this hall. He has made speeches to a 
great assemblage at Sohiuer Park, a 
jilace which 1 shall iievei' forget— 
(laughte.- and applause)— seeing that 
vast sea of faces, a more iniuimeral)le 
crowd thaii I had ever witnessed in any 
part of the world before. I say it has 
made an indelible imjiression on my 
memory, and that, taken vvith the com- 
pliment .Mr. J>aurier's friends paid me 
of being afraid to permit the peoido to 
hear what I had to say, has madi; me, 1 
think, a little vainer and prouder than 
I have ever been before. But I say 
this, I am speaking now in the presence 
of an intelligent and as well informed 
body of cominercdal men as is to be 
found in the broad Dominion of Canada, 
or in any i)lace in the civilized world. 
J put it to this intelligent assembly, 
is there a man here on the platform 
behind me or in this great body 
which I am standing face to face 
with now, is there a single man 
that after this three years' pilgrima'.'e 
of Mr. Laurier can give me the slightest 
idea of what Ins views and princijiles 
are in reference to the great liscal policy 
that has either to make or mar Canada? 
(Create eering.) I liave had, if 1 live 
to the 2-'ud day of this month, forty-one 
years uf public life. During that period 
it has become ii\y duty to carefully scan 
the speeches of great men, and I need 
not t(dl you that I have read Mr. r<au- 
rier's speeches with all the care and at- 
tention that the speeches of a man who 
is le:ider of a i:yv:il jiurty is entitled to. 
What is my view to-night? I t(!ll you, 
and I say from the inmost (•(iiivictioiis 
of my soul, I have no more conception 
of what his views are in relation to the 
fiscal and financial policy of this country 
than if I had never read a line.

CONTRABAND CHINESE. 

Unlawfully Laaded to Work In the Canner 
ies— Promlaent Citizens of Portland 
Under Accusation, 

PoRi'i.AND, May 2.'). — X mimbor of 
])romiiieiit .Vstoria citizens charge<l with 
aiding and abetting the unlawful land- 
ing of Chinese, were arraigned liefore 
.lodge ISellingor in the U. .S. courton .Sat- 
urday. Tlie indictments charge that the 
defendants "did unlawfully and know 
ingly aid and abet the landing in tlie 
United States, from British Columbia, 
Chinese not lawfully entitled to enter 
the United States, the Chinese being 
laborers wlio had not been within 
the limits of the United States on or 
before May 5, LS92." Kacn defendant is 
accused of conspiring to land but one 
Chinese, whose name is given. It is 
claimed that the landing of over forty 
Chinese can be directly traced to them, 
and that the businessof landing Chinese 
at .Vstoria has been carried on at whole- 
sale during the past two years. The 
iniiictnients charge that these ollenses 
were committed during the years ISiM 
and lS9ii. hi Astoria there are but 
eight Chinese stores, and, notwithstand- 
ing this faci, (luring the years 1S9-1 and 
18'.)5 0.55 Chinese wore landed at .-Vstoria 
as merchants. It is said that forty part- 
ners were landed for one store. It is 
given out that the object of landing so 
many Cliinese, and the reason why so 
many prominent citizens are mixed up 
in the scheme, is that the Chinese were 
wanted to work as laborers in tbe fish 
can neries.

The most imporlaut subject before 
tbe public at the present time I think 
Is the TarifT iiuestlou. In reviewlntc the 
Budget Speech of the Finance Minister, 
HO And tlint ' the Liberal Conservatives 
wore returned to power witli a large majority 
in IST.S. and 1 lie lisi'.il iiollcy ot I lie party was tile 
caiipo of tlial I'liaii^e. 'i'lii.s policy iias been 
eiirried out ^ill(•e lliat tiim. and litis tieeii en- 
dorsed tiy ilie eioetors hi IST,'^. IS-sl', ly;-? and 
IS'.il, and tlic polley in tlie future Is to be tliat 
iif llie past— a reiisoiial.le inoteeiioii of Cau- 
iidian iiiterefits. The grual aim ot tlie IJlieral 
roiiscrvuti VC'S has been to eiieourane home 
liidiislries, and we are all well awim) tliat tills 
could not be done willioiit moderate proteetloii, 
and on this iiartieiilar (luestion the eleeiors 
from the Atlantle to the raeilio will proiioiinte 
tlu.'ir verdiet in June. Welludtbat tlll^ is the 
Kreat iinestion that the Liberal party expect to 
eentre their urKumunts on. The country is 
flooded with the literature of that party, which 
will deceive the unwary If possible, and make 
tiieiii believe that the Liberal ConservaUves 
are tlieinost corrapt govomment on the face of 
thei^arth. Since U94 We And that the govern- 
ment has been gradually reducing the tariff 
upon all articles that are In Kcnernl use by the 
udrl;lnK eliisses In the counti y. Wo see lii tlie 
I'iiianoe Milliner's IJudKet speeeh (Hon. Mr. 
Foster) tliat Ilio nrtlelos such ns tea, eolleo and 
till were entered free of duty, wliiidi nieaiis 
that tile Koveriiiiieiit wore coiisideriniiT the in- 
terests of tlie masses, and we lirid rlnlit along, 
year by year, duties struck oil' articles whicli 
were a great linrden to the people: and we are 
prOTiiised that tlie siune pot icy "will be eoiitliiued 
until we have every arLUde in general use re- 
duced so that we will have just enough pro- 
tection to keej) our iieig.ibors across the border, 
or any other country, from getting any undue 
advantage over us. We are all aware tlint the 
policy of the United States ig a high protective 
one. They are not In favor ot leeiproeitv, 
iircfereniial trade they eare nothing about, 
unless it is to their advantage. They will give 
no preference to us, and wnat are the Liberal 
party advocating— free trade, free trade, a tarlll 
for revenue; in fact, wlicn we find the l.ilierals 
at tlielr best their policy is notliingmore than 
what the Liberal Conservatives are carrying 
out at present. Hear what we have from one 
of our local Liberal papers: 

iV tarill' readjustment does not mean the 
wanton deslriictton of the Industries lor the 
mere sakeot carrying out a revolutionary pro- 
gramme. Tbe object is to help tbe industries 
of the country." 

i\nd yet on the other hand wc hear them 
crying from one end ot t lie country to the other, 
the policy of tlio I^lberal Conservatives in pro- 
tecting onr natural industries is giving the 
maiiufaeturera nil the bcuelits — that they are 
the only ones reaping the rich harvest. It Is 
impossible for *iuy government to become per- 
leetin a year, or even 'iO years. They are lintling 
But daily what la the best for the great mass of 
the people, and I om glad to see that there are 
such promising signs that they will be returned 
to power by an overwhelming majority. To 
tnose of us who have lived under tlio reign of 
the Liberal Conservative government, during 
the last 17 years, and 'who have felt the great 
benefits by the gradual reduction ol tl:otarlfl', 
110 argument to the contrary will convince us 
that free trade will be a eliange for ihe better. 
I say Canada for the Cauadlaua first, last and all 
the time. 

The Maiilfobn Rchool Question is the subject 
that the Jjibernl party are expecting to ride 
into power by. On this iiucstlon 1 desire to 
give my humble judgment, so that those who 
have given tlils unileslrable cinestion little 
consideration may sco that British fair play 
win prevail at last. When Slanltoba received 
her Constitution in 1S70, the rights of Manitoba 
were protected by law. The minority at that 
time were the Protestants. Aftor a number of 
ears the separate soliools did not give justice 
to all. They were found to be a great burden 
on the poor farmers luul tlie taxation became 
heavier on one portion of the people than the 
ottier. Tile sidiools were not up to the standard 
(if onr public schools, the teactiers were below 
the standard, a spirit of disfntisfactioii reigned 
H!ii(}n;;st tin; niajorit}', who liad by thi:: time 
iK'conie rrote" tiiiits, and tlie Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed tlic StatcBcliools Act. In pa..:sin.g 
that act 1 eoiiKiiier tliat they did not give the 
minority that consideration lliut the ^Iarltlmo 
1 l-'asteni provinces had done. That was the 
right time the (inestion should have been 
settled. After six years litigation we lind that 
it has beeonio a national question. Remedial 
iegislatlun as brought in by the governmciit 
luia not been endorsed by the country. The 
Liberal pariy have been divldtd 011 the inics- 
tloii as well as the Conservatives, and tliecoii- 
liision tliat ilie widest nicu in the country 
lave Cdiiie to is tliat tlie .Manitoba Legislature 
l ill have to settle tlic matter in an honorable 
iiKiiincrto all cnnceraed. 1 could not suprort 
Remedial Legislation as Irought in by the 
government, out would support any measure 
to give just ice to all concerned, so long as the 
bile school system is kept intact. Hon. Mr. 
iiricr, while in li.(;.. said on two occasions 
Willie here that we fiad the ht:-l scliunt ••^i/stcm in 
the country, and commended our province 
highly on Its advanced teliool system. Having 
sucli testiinoiiy (and I believe lie meant all ho 
said) I have no hesitation in saying we have 
about as perfect a tciiool system as there is in 
any country. 

In coming to provincial iiiiitters I believe we 
are on tiie threshold of a jiro.speroiis future. 
Our mineral resources, friiin our borders to the 
Anglic Oce.ru. indicate tiiat we have untold 
wealth within our reach. Helng nllve to those 
hicts, it IS onr duty to BdvertiHc our re-ources; 
to encourase English cftjiltal to come and de- 
veloii onr mines of precious metals. The federal 
and jirovlncial govcrnmentH must do their 
iiarts also, and it will be the duty of the mem- 
bers elected to Ottawa to see that justice is done. 

I am In favor of tbe subsidizing of the C.W.R. 
to a reasonable extent, and endorse the action 
of the ii C. government on this (luestion. 

Tlie exte.isioii of the E. A N. R. should ho 
arricd ont at once, and llie iieees.iary appro- 
prialiou should have been granted at the Inst 
iiisloii of our Dominion I'arlliimeiit. 

The farmers of our district will require the 
earnest atte.ition of the local member consider 
tng tfie scattered condition in which they are 
placed along our coast, and on this Island. 

Markets rcipilre to bo established in all our 
principal cilics, facilities lor getting to thiise 
markets, and reiisdiialilc rates liy railway and 
steamers slioulil lie given. As the governinont 
iiave 10 assist in this line, it is only reasonable 
to exoect that they will grant every iiieiiity in 
tlicir'power, and w'lilidi 1 shall feel it iiiv duty 
to urge, should I have the honor to be elected. 

Onr I'ostal sy.steiii rc(iuircs luvestigatloii. The 
growing needs of all jiarts of our district by 
railways and steamers arc not what wi; reiiuire. 
The menil'ur for the dlstrlcl w ill lie held rcspoii- 
aibUi In fuliire for iiLlentioii toonr various needs. 
Considering our geogiapliical eoiiditlon 1 con- 
sider that we will require beat conBideration 
the Dominion government can give, by making 
lUicral appropriations for public buildings, and 
for improving our coasts and harbors. 

Having been 17 years amongst you f consider 
1 have a practical kiiowU ilge ill tlie various 
want.i of our nistriet. 1 f elected I will devote 
my whole tliuo to working for the best IntcrestK 
of'all; to iiiille and bind together all classes, and 
cajiital and hilior in all its tiraiiohes, and will 
not coinmlt luyself on any great measure 
brought before parllanieiit, without consulting 
the electorsof the distriot. In conoluaiou, I ask 
for the support oi all ivho desire the prospeiity 
of our country.

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The vacillating and incoDsistent course 
pursued by Mr. Laurier on tlio trade 
qiieatioii has disgusted many of the most 
intelligent of the menibera of liia party. 
Tliey find it impossible to follow the 
windings and doublings of their leader 
on this the moat important question of 
' Canadian politics. They cannot, like 
Mr. Templeman, be ardent free traders 
one year, advocates of unrestricted reel 
])rooity the next, and afterwards apoa- 
tlea of English free trade iintl back again 
to modified iirotectioii on the eve of an 
eU'i-iion. This sort of twisting and turn- 
in.' disguata both the honeat free traders 
und the boneat protectionistB of the 
jxirtv. Generally tbey keep their dia- 
f.oMtimt to themselves or have their 
jtr'iul in private, but soinetiniea it 
Ji lids public expression. ]Mr. .Snider, of 
AV.itertoo, gave Mr. Jjaurier a lecture on 
the subject wliicli he has not yet forgot- 
ten. It was M.r. Snider that caused Mr. 
L itirier to cease singing tb«t nice little 
song about free trade as they have it in 
England which he had warbled from 
one side of the continent to the other 
.■I'll! part of the way l)ack again. After 
I iie visit to Waterloo that little chirrup 
w.iH lieard no inoi-e. 

The otlier day one of tlie leading Lib- 
erals of Hamilton, finding that it was no 
longer safe to trust Mr. Laurier on the 
trade question, openly left the Liberal 
party and joined the Conservatives. 
Here is how tlie Hamilton Spectator 
notices Mr. Carscallen's defection : 

For many years Mr. Carscallen, t^.C, 
of this city, has been a prominent ligure 
in the Liberal party, lie has done 
strong battle for the i)arly, ami being 
personally one of tlie moat iiojjuhir men 
in the city, and a c-apital platform 
speaker, liis inliuence has been 
very great, liut many years ago 
Mr. Carscallen became convinced that 
itie various policies of the Grit parly 
vrisre wrong, and that the great and on I y 
t h i ng for the salvation and progress of A i n - 
<-rica was proteijtion — tiieNational Policy. 
Ue sought to induce ina Liberal associ- 
ates to drop their hostility to the protec- 
tion scheme, and allow it to become one 
of till! iiernianenL unopposed features of 
Canadian policy; but without avail. 
Disgusted at the shortsightedness of his 
party associates, Mr. Carseallt'ii has now 
dc^terniineii to come out IrcKU among 
them and ally himself tolhe party which 
makes for the jirogress of the Dominion. 
Ml', t'ai-scallen's reasons f(jr making the 
change are given in aiiotlun- (■ohmm. 
He has made no change in liis opinions ; 
he aiiuply drops liia old associates and 
allies himself with those who think as 
he does. 

The Hamilton correspondent of the 
Toronto Mail and Empire gives the fol- 
lowing account of the struggle between 
[irinciple and partisanship in Mr. Gars- 
callen'a ease: 

Mr. II. Carscallen, Q.C., e.\^-preaident 
of the Hamilton Reform Association, hag 
left the Reform party, and will in future 
ally himself with the Conservatives, 
for whom ho will work in the coming 
campaign. Ho says that though he has 
been an active member of the Reform 
party for n number of years, he liaa al- 
ways held strong views on the protec- 
tion of onr industries, and always tried 
to impress the name on the Liberal 
Ijarty, but their vacillating iiolicy has 
disgusted him. Mr. Carscallen further 
said that he considered the coun- 
try waa enj(jying greater pros- 
perity under the present trade policy 
than it would bo if tlio said policy was 
not in force, that 75 per cent, of the Lib- 
eral party in tliia city are protectioniata, 
and that Mr. Wood himself was elected 
as a protectionist in 1874. In his opin- 
ion, if the Liberal party begin rearrang- 
ing and reducing the tariff, the resiilt 
will be a dlstut-bance so far .as the in- 
vestment of capital is concerned, and n 
feeling of insecurity woulri prevail. He 
says that what we need in Canada is to 
induce the inveatment of cai)ital in our 
mines and inaiiufacLuring industries, 
andtodotliia the investor muat have 
conlideiii:o in the trade jiolicy of the 
country, so that ho is not going to lose 
his capital through any change in the 
trade riilaliona of the country. _ Mr. 
C.'.rsi'allcii has made no change in liia 
opinions, as lie hiuiself states ho has al- 
\i^y6 hold strongly to protection, and 



has simply left those who refused to ac- 
cept tliis in their policy, and has joined 
himself to the Conservatives, with whom 
he feels in the upholding of the National 
Policy he can work witli zeal and har- 
mony. . \ 

There are, ' we are quite sntiafied, 
thousands of Liberals who. are iu. the , 
same jiosition us i\[r. Carscallen waB for 
along time. They do not approve of | 
the Grit policy on the trade (juestion. 
They do not want to see the National 
I'olicy either injured or abandoned ; but 
they have not the moral courage to 
break the ties that bind them to the 
Grit party, and openly to unite and 
work with the party to which they 
really in jirincijile belong. AVe are fully 
convinced that if all the protectionists 
left the Grits there would bo a sorry 
remnant left of the Liberal ])arty. 
These protectionist Liberals try to believe 
that if their party were elected to power 
they would leave the tariff prettj' much 
as it is. Tliey consider that the free 
trade talk in whicli Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and other Liberals indulge, is so 
much buncombe, and that if they 
were once in office, they would 
have to change their tune. These men 
ought to see that the course they 
are pursuing is neither safe nor honest. 
They might find that in cal;:u!ating on 
the insincerity and diahonesty of their 
leaders they had made a grievous niia- 
take, and they ought to know that they 
are just as insincere and just as dia- 
honest in supporting a free trade party 
and in subscribing to an anti-protection- 
ist platform as the free trade Liberals 
are in advocating a policy which tlicy do 
not intend to carry out. It must he ])lain 
to tliem and to everyone else that tlie 
proper place for a jirotectionist by con- 
viction is in the protectionist ranks. The 
honest and the only wise coarse for him 
to take is to cast his vote for the pro- 
teclioniat candidifte, and to give the 
weight of his inliuence to the protec- 
tionist cause. There are thousands wlio 
if they did what their principles require, 
would follow Mr. Garacallen's example. 



THE OBSTRUCTIONIST PARTY. 

The Liberals, as every true Canadian 
knows, have been remarkable for their 
readiness to belittle Canada and to speak 
and write dismally of its prospects. 
Tbey have, too, been "always ready to 
aneer at the Canadians who formed a 
high estimate of their country's capabil 
ities and who took a cheerful view of its 
future. The harm that they have done 
the Dominion by underrating its re- 
sources and by drawing dark jiictures of 
its destiny ia incalculaltle. Sir Cliarles 
Tupper in the viu-y aide speech which he 
made in the AYindaor hotel, Montreal, 
on the evening of the 16th instant, did 
not forget to note this unpatriotic 
habit of Liberal noliticians, this unlovely 
trait of the Liberal character. Speaking 
of the opposition oU'ered by Liberals to 
the measures and the enterprises which 
were introduced and projected for tlie 
improvement and advancement of the 
country he said : — 

Take the confederation of British 
North America ; take the consolidation 
of these isolated, separated weak ])ro- 
vincea into one great whole, one united 
central power, extending from sea to 
aea. Had these goutlemen any lot or 
part in it? I (io not know of a single 
Ijrick in the great edifice of the union of 
British North America that they con- 
tributed to the work. I now apeak of 
the Liberal party as represented in the 
House of Commons of Canada to- 
day. I know this, however, that, 
step by step, as that great 
work, which has transferred Can- 
ada into a nation, has been accomplish- 
ed, it has been dune despite the obstrm-- 
tion from time to time jjrctHented by 
those who call theinaelvijs the Libeial 
party, and 1 havo been very niuidi struck 
with this eircnmatance, and that is, if 
within the bounds oi tjatiada you could 
fiiiil a single public man who was hostile 
to that great work of Confederation, 
wherever he waa from, whether away 
down by tlie sea or wherever he could 
Ije found, what is called the Liberal 
party clasped liim to their liosoiri and 
embraced him as their dearest friend, 
and when, with further light and know- 
ledge, some of those gentlemen, who op- 
Iiosed Confederation, who hated the 
name of Canada, who declared that they 
would nRvcr submit to be made Cana- 
dians by act of parliament, who liad im 
word for Canaila that was not a word 
ot reviling and coiiteiiii)t, when, 
in tbeir niaturer exjXTit'nce, they 
caiiH! to the (^inclusion that this ;:ie.it 
Confederation was worth preserving, and 
they were reatly to lake tiieir part in 
wiu-king out the great iiistilutioiis of 
CaiKida, tlioy no sooner took that stand 
than the friendship tliey received from 
the great Liberal party was turned into 
hatred and the plaudits into denunci- 
ations. I do not intend to say more on 
that head ; but it is a matter wortliy 
of the reflection of intelligent men why 
the so-called Liberal party is always 
ready to side with anybody who takes' a 
position of hoatility to Canada. If there 
is an attempt to undermine our nation- 
ality; if there is an attempt to belittle 
the great status that Canada has obtain- 
ed, you find theae gentlemen have no 
word of encouragement for Canada, but 
everything that is peasiinistit^ every- 
thing that IS calculated to lower Canada 
in the oyes of our own or surrounding 
countries, seems to be cheering and 
gratifying to them.

AN AMERICAN VIEW. 

It ia pleasant to see an American 
showing that he has something like an 

adequate idea of Britain's greatness and 
an ajiprcciation of the wisdom and the 
prudence with which her vast emiiire is 
govorneil. American journalists gener- 
ally seem to think it a duty they owe to 
their country to speak in disparaging 
terms of Great Britain and to misrepre- 
sent the policy and the motives of her 
rulers and her people. The bitterness 
with which they generally speak of 
England and the injustice with which 
they mention her cause a loyal British 
sul)j(H't to be no less surprised than 
gratilied wlien lie sees Great Britain 
spoken of iu a kindly way and with ap- 
preciation by an American newspaper. 
The following ()aHsage from an article f>n 
" England's isolation," in Saturday's 
Seattle I'ost-lnlelligencer shows that all 
Anifriean juurnalists do not try to hate 
England .and do not delight in belittling 
and traducing the country to which they 
are almost as docjily i>idebted as we are 
who are proud to call her, Mother. 

It is undoubtedly true tliat a 
large part of the civilized world 
has somehow come to retrard 
England as a " big bully." It is 
certJiin that an empire as largo as the 
continent of Africa, larger by one-half 
than either North orSouth America, and 
having a j;reater population than the 
whole of Fiurope, must be very bi^, 
whether it be a " bully " or not : but it 
is equally true that notliing but able 
statesmanship or sheer despotism 
could bold such an empire to 
getlier. Rome was connected by 
land or aejiarated only by the Mediter 
ranean from the extreme borders of .her 
empire; Imt I'ritain's jiossesaions are 
scattered indiscriminately over tlie en- 
lire globe. Ia it not natural that other 
nations and peoples should view with 
some jealousy, and perhaps fear, such 
gigantic aggregation of commercial, lin- 
ancial and military strength, controlled 
and directed by an intelligence and 
sagacity second to none that this earth 
has developed? It is inevitable that 
such a country should be jealously re 
garded,and her only escape from this 
isol.ation will be the adojition of ii policy 
toward all minor powers ttiat shall con
